Jacob G. Gaudaur and J. A. 58. John will 
leave England for home to-morrow. If they 
do not return covered with the same glory 
which accompanied them from Pullman 
Lake in June, they have at least all the credit 
that should attach to the pluck, energy and 
ability which have made the oarsmen and 
water critics of the worid acknowledge that, 
if defeated, it was because of no lack of those 
qualities which stamp a man as the very best 
of hiskind. Taking these things into consid- 
eration it will strike noone as untimely, on 
the contrary it will appear eminently fitting, 
that some mark of appreciation by the citizens 
of St. Lous of his great work in a foreign land 
pe shown to their fellow-citizen, Gaudaur, 
and his irrepressible backer and friend, St. 
John. A brief recapitulation of the comments 
on that work will serve to show that it is not 
wholly toa conquered man that such a mark 
will be shown:

THE “GREEK.” 


Sam Thomas, an Expert Counterfeiter, Cap- 
tured by the Chicago Police, 


CuicaGo, September 24.—Detectives from the 
Desplaines Street Station made a capture 
Wednesday evening of Sam Thomas, alias 
the ‘‘Greek,’’ an expert counterfeiter, who 
has operated extensively in the East and in 
this city. For some time past bogus 50 cent 
pieces and dollars have been in circulation 
here, and for the last three weeks officers have 


been searching for Thomas and his two part- 
ners. But Thomas had changed his abode so 
often that he outwitted his pursuers. Wednes- 
day night, however, he was traced and cap- 
tured. The police and Secret Service men say 
that the gang have circulated no less than 
$1,500 worth of the spurious coins during the 
last three weeks. 

Thomas, who is a Greek, is about 35 years os 
age, five feet three inches in hei ht, with re 
ular, good-looking features, an a well-culti- 
vated black mustache. He dressed hand- 
somely and looks more like a merchant than a 
counterfeiter. It is alleged that he is wanted 
in New Orleans for murder. It is said that he 
killed a man in 1876, was arrested for the 
crime, but escaped from the officer and fied 
North. By this arreet the police unintention- 
ally broke up some well-laid plans of 
the United States Secrét Service officers. 
Capt. Thomas I. Porter, in charge 
of the Secret Service Office here, 
began an investigation and had ‘‘spotted’’ the 
maker, but was waiting to find his place of 
work, which was away from his home. In the 
premature arrest the Secret Service men claim 
the police destroyed all hopes of discovering 
Samuel’s workshop or capturing his kit of 
tools. Thomas was brought before Commis 
sioner Hoyne. The officers testified that they 
found under his bed $200 in good money and $14 
in counterfeit silver dollars ofthe years 
1879, 1884 and 1885. In his cook stove was found 
small bits of metals similar to the composi- 
tion of the counterfeit dollars. A bottle of 
alcohol was under the bed and a bag ot plas- 
= of paris hidden away inthe coal bin. A 

uare plate of three-fourths-inch glass was 
d covered on which the reflection of silver 
dollars was plainly visible. 

Thomas denied that he had been 1 in 
counterfeiting. He was held in $2,000 bond

ABBE LISZT. 


THE LARGE FORTUNE LEFT BY THE GREAT 
ARTIST. 


All the Money Left to His Daughter and 
Grandchild—The Music and Movable 
Effects Bequeathed to the Princess Witt- 
genstein—Altenburg, the Grand Mansion 
Occupied by Liszt and the Princess. 


By Telegraph to the POST- DISPATCH, 

NEW YorK, September 24.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of a morning paper, under date of 
September 6, writes as follows: Abbe Liszt’s 
will has been published inthe Weimar jour- 
nals. People are much surprised at the large 
tortune left by the great artist. Liszt leaves 
all his money, including his deposits in the 
Rothschilds’ bank, Paris, to his daughter, the 
widow of Wagner, and to his grandchild, the 
son of the late Mme. Emile Olivier. The will 
is dated 1861. Allof his music, his furniture 
and movable effects, he bequeaths 
to the Princess Wittgenstein, his testa- 
mentary executrix and bis former mistress. 
Among these ‘‘movables’’ is the clavier of 
Mozart and Beethoven’s piano, both of which 
will, however, be given to the Liszteum, 
which is to contain all the curious valuables 
left by the great maestro. The publication of 
the will has given rise to endless apropros of 
the former relations between Liszt and Prin- 
cess Wittgenstein. The princess is at present 
living in Rome. 

LISZT’S MISTRESS. 
Many years ago, when Liszt was Capell Meis- 
ter to the Grand Duke of Weimer, he 
formed a liaison with Princess Wittgenstein. 
They occupied a grand mansion, called the 
Altenburg, a little outside the city,on a height 
overlooking the park and the castle of the 
Grand Duke. The mansion was palatial and 
most artistically furnished. Liszt’s floor em- 
braced several salons, in which were placed 
show-cases containing all the art objects which 
the master had received as gifts from sover- 
eigns and other celebrities during his artistic 
career. This museum contained, among the 
other countless objects, a grand music 
desk in solid silver, presented by a 
Hungarian city; a cube, also in 
solid silver, 20 centimetres long, and the 
celebrated diamonded sabre, presented by the 
city of Pesth. The entire museum repre- 
sented a value of many hundred thousand 
francs. 
THE PRINCESS’ APARTMENT. 

This was Liszt’s private apartments only; 
his reception rooms were on the upper floor, 
occupied by the rrincess Wittgenstein, where 
the maestro spent all his leisure hours. Be- 
tween both salons was an intermediate 
apartment containing no less than four- 

pianos, presented by the 
manufacturers of 
America. The Princesa’ 
the wonder of Weimar. The walls were cov- 
ered with a kind of velvet biue paper, and 
were decorated with over twenty portraits of 
Liszt, in all poses and styles, paintings, pas - 
tels and crayons.

A GOOD INVESTMENT. 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
Spent On the Conclave, 


tme Visiting Knights. 


What the Visitors Paid for Their Enter- 
tainment at the Hotels—Retail Mer- 


Their Business—The Only Complaint / he 


from the Saloon-Keepers. 


When St. Louis merchants spread them- 
selves on the entertainment of the delegates 
to a big convention of any kind, their chief 
motive is usually a selfish one. The Conclave 
just ending differs from the ordinary conven- 
tion in many ways. The Knights Templars 
have been more properly the guests of the 
Knights Templars of Missouri than of the citi- 
zens and merchants of §t. Louis. 

The labor expended by the local Knights in 
entertaining their visiting brethren has been 
almost purely a labor of love. But the mer- 
chants of St. Louis subscribed to the enter- 
tainment fund not only to sustain the reputa- 
tion of St. Louis for hospitality but with an 
eye to the profits they would derive from the 
gathering of strangers in the city, and the 
citizens of 8st. Louis good-naturedly 
put up with the many  incon- 
veniences attendant on the Oonclave with 
the idea that St. Louis was to. be benefited by 
the gathering. Now that the Conclave is 
about over it is interesting to cast up accounts 
and see to what extent St. Louis has profited 
by the Knights Templars’ visit. 


What St. Louis Spent. 


Whatthe Triennial Committee have spent 
on the entertainment oftheir Templar guests 
is largely a matter of conjecture even with tne 
members of the committee. There have 


been many extraordinary expenditures 
during the week and a good many 
debts incurred which have been 
forgotten. When the settlement comes there 
will be very few dollars left in the committee’s 
treasury. The reports from subscriptions are 
notall in yet, so the committee do not know 
exactly how much money they will have at 
their 8 The reports now in foot up 
$31,300. The total will probably be near $35,- 
000. Of this the largest amount was spent on 
the Fair Grounds concert. Three thousand 
dollars wege spent forthe use of the grounds, 
$2,000 for Hands and chairs and £2,000 for Gil. 
more’s services and the music. This, of 
course, came back from the gate receipts to- 
gether with $35,000 more. 

The next largest expenditure was for river 
excursions. hree boats were chartered. 
They made one excursion each on Tuésday 
and Wednesday and two each yesterday and 
to-day. There- was a band on each and a 
bountiful lunch was spread all day. For the 
boats the committee paid $2,500; for the bands 
and lunch $5,000. 

For printing the committee spent in all 
$5,000; for badges, banner, etc., $1,000. 

For the two fiambeau parades, that of 
Wednesday and the one which is to occur to- 
night the committee pay $3,000. 

For the decorations of the small hall, Expo- 
sition, $200 were appropriated, and for the 
scenery on the stage $1,000. The cost of the 
scenery was nearer $2,000. 

Olerk hire at the headquarters of the com- 
mittee cost $1,500. Much of the clerical work 
wads done by members of the committee, who 
of course derived no benefit from their labor. 

The illumination of the streets for three 
nights is to cost the committee the 
actual value of the gas consumed and the ex- 

euse of lighting. This should not exceed 


„500. . 
The hire of bands for Charity Day and for 
the parade of yesterday cost the committee 


1 ‘ 

Horses and carriages for the parade cost 
$1,250; the review stand in front of the Exposi- 
tion, $500. 

Postage adds up about $500. 

These are the principal authorized expendi- 
tures ofthe committee. There are hundreds 
of little odds and ends on which money has 
been spent of which no account can be taken 
until the books of the committee are all made 
up. Secretary Hagey’s work is right up to 
date, but he cannot cluse up his accounts un- 
til the reports of other members of the com- 
mittee have come in. 

THE LOCAL COMMANDERIES 
spent about $20,000 on entertainment. All of 
them had subscribed liberally to the Triennial 
fund, but each endeavored to outdo the other 
in special entertainment. 

The Knights of St. Louis Commandery No. 1 
had been working for more than 
a year raising an entertainment 
fund. Their special features were the elabo- 
rate decoration of Masonic Hall which they 
hired for the week, and a spread“ in the 
dining room up-stairs. Eminent Commander 
Richardson said this morning that the entire 
expense to St. Louis Commandery had been 
about $1,000 a day or $5,000 in all. 

St. Aldemar Commandery rented the build- 
ing 1314 Olive street for the week and fitted it 
up handsomely throughout. A table was con- 
stantly spread in the dining-room. Much of 
the work of fitting was done by the ladies of 
the Ladies’ Circle, and much of the furniture, 
etc., was loaned by them. The e nse of 
entertainment to this commandery, therefore, 
was not so great. It will aggregate $4,000 
however. 

Ascalon Commandery, in addition to fittin 
up and maintaining handsome quarters at 91 
Olive street, gave a special reception and ball 
at Chamber of Commerce Hall. The decora- 
tions of the hall, music, inyitations, attend- 
ants, etc., cost fully $4,500. At headquarters 
on Olive streeta band wasin attendance and 
champagne flowed freely. The cost of enter- 
tainment here was about $1,500. 

At the Armory the California delegation and 
the Kentuckians were the ests of Ivanhoe 
Commandery. They probably did more in the 
entertaining line than any other body in the 
city. The Armory Halland the headquarters 
of the different California commanderies and 
of Ivanhoe Commandery in the building were 
beautifully and expensively decorated. Ivan- 
hoe, as the host on this occasion, overlooked 
the arrangements and stood all of the expenses. 
Sir Knight Wm. Walsh, last evening, esti- 
mated the cost of the Armory Hall decorations 
at nearly $2,500. Inthe way of entertaining, 
Ivanhoe spent on an average $200 per day for 
four days, or $800 in all. The ladies of the com- 
mandery, wiio kept separate parlors, spent, 
approximately, $50 per day for the 
same length of time. Ivanhoe engaged 
Liberati, the cornetist, at an expense 
of $50 per day, since last 
Sunday, and four other cornetists at $15 per 
day. Another big item in Ivanhoe’s expense 
account is $500 spent in receiving the Califor. 
mans. Aside from the amount expended b 
the California commanderies, who brought all 
of their wines and most of their decorations

In addition to the amount spent by the 
83 Templars and subscribed to their 
fund, the local merchants expended a great 
many thousand dollars in decorations and in 
private entertainment. Individual Knights 
entertained many of the visitors at eir 
houses. These decorations and entertain. 
ments, with the amount spent by local Knights 
on ges, 8, Ste., will swell the total 
spent on the visitors in five days to $100,000.

The Hotels. 


There have been individual complaints of 
extortion during the Conclave, but the largest 
number of the Knights go away with the very 
best impression of St. Louis hotels. Some of 


them advanced their rates, but almost all the 
reputable houses and large hotels have main- 
ned the regular schedule. There was one 
reason for this. Months ago it was known 
how many Knights would come. The figures 
might have been printed with as much exact- 
ness two months ago as to-day. The number 
of persons who would be attracted here by 
the presence of the Knights was the uncertain 
quantitv, Representatives of the various com- 
manderies came here and made contracts 
with hotels for the accommodation of so many 
persons. These contracts not only specified 
the accommodations but the rate. S0 it was 
that the large hotels were filled and the ten- 
dency to raise prices, bad it existed, was fore- 
stalled. The accommodations furnished were 
of necessity less comfortable and perfect than 
in times of peace, as anti and post-Conclave 
eriods might be appropriately termed. 
he people were admitted to the 
dining-rooms in relays, slept on cots, 
and for this the visitors paid from §2 to $ a 
day. It is the most creditabie thing that can 
be said of the st. Louis hotel maaagers that 
the largest average rate per day charged was 

. Atthe Southern Hotel some individuals 

aid much higher rates. This was true also of 
the Lindell, Planters’ ,Laclede and Beer's; but 
taking hotels of the class named the average 
rate charged was $8 per day. 
Exceptional rates ran to $75 per day. 
In 1 six years ago the average rate for 
hoteis of the first order was $5 ay ony. The 
Southern’s average rate was $3.50. Knights 
who had traveled, whohad attended three or 
four conclaves, State and national political 
conventions, and knew how hotels loved to 
charge during crowds, were astonished at 
the prevalent moderation in St. Louis. 
Visitors who bad not traveled and attempted 
those small economies, persons ignorant of 
true economy in traveling are wont to Pat ac’ 
tice, suffered. They fell among the sandwich 
men, the small restaurant men and the lunch 
counters. They bought dyspepsia at a great 
price. It was economy that did not economise. 

THEIR EXPENSES. 

It is not difficult to estimate the living ex- 
penses ofthe Knights. The difficulty would bein 
estimating the extras they allowed themselves. 
On Tuesday there were 20,000 Knights in the 
city. Many came in the morning and wentaway 
at night, but on Wednesday there were 15,000 
Knights stillin the city, and a canvass of the 
hotels, sleeping cars and lodging-houses, 
ete., yesterday showed 11,125 Knights and la- 
dies stillremaining. The arrivals on Sunday 
were small not aggregating over 2,000, whic 
was increased by the arrivals of Monday to 
8,000 visitors. The canvass alluded to shows 
an average hotel expense to 20,000 Knights for 
one day at $2; total, $40,000, less $22,250, which 
will appear in another total. The average 
hotel expense to the 11,125 Knights and ladies 
who remained from Monday night to Thursday 
night was $ per day, or $100,125. Thus a total 
hotel bill for visitors is shown to be $117,750. 
This, however, does not include all the re- 
ceipts of hotels during the Conclave. Rooms 
for headquarters are not included in the total. 
These rooms numbered 117 and were let for 

10, $25, $75 and $100 per day, according to the 

otel or residence in which they were located 
and the location of the room. The aggregate 
cost of these rooms was $3,000 per day, an ap- 
proximate average of $25for each herdquar- 
ters room, and as they were engaged for five 
days the total cost to be added to the amount 
previously given is $15,000, making a grand 


total expense of $132,750 


The Restaurants. 


The -week’s business with the restaurants 
has been unusually large and the restaura- 
teurs have realized not a little upon it. As a rule 
they have found the Templars free witn their 


tunds, particularly those ot the Western dele- 
gations. The principal restaurateurs in 
the down town section of the city all note the 
heavy increase of business. 


FAUST’S. 

We've had a terrible week ofit,’ remarked 
Aibert, the head-waiter, ‘‘and I never saw 
such a crowd in all my life. From 6o0’clock in 
the morning when we caught the early arrivais 
until the next morning it has been one con- 
stant hurry and bustle. I should estimate that 
we have sold seven or eight times more 
wines and beers as well as regular eatables 
than our ordin run of custom. The most 
ofthis business has been from the Knights 
who have been generous with their money and 
didn’t care how much they spent. Our de- 
partments have all been overcrowded the 
week through.
